Hammond, 18, of 135 Greer St., 
unemploy ed, and Dick Crone, 2 6, 
of 704 Troy St., Sikeston, employ ­ 
ed at the International Shoe Com­ 
pany plant, signed confessions in 
the presence of Chief Harold Wal­ 
lace and Chief O. E. Stinnett, of 
Morehouse, that they were the 
ones who Saturday night threw 
paint on some 40 automobiles. 
Twenty cars in Morehouse and 
ten more at the Colony , south of 
Morehouse, were “ decorated” be­ 
fore the pair came back to Sikes­ 
ton. 
The first report of this second 
paint slinging episode in Sikeston 
was made to Chief Wallace Sun­ 
day morning when Miss Louise 
Way ne, telephone operator, report­ 
ed her car had been splashed, for 
the second time, the night before. 
Chief Wallace started an inves­ 
tigation that began at the Way ne 
girl’s home at Southwest and Ken­ 
dall and virtually covered the city 
to wind up late that night at the 
Home Oil Company station on 
Highway 61 where the pair had 
parked their car after their “ arms 
grew tired” from throwing paint 
the night before and went home. 
Both denied having participated 
in the first paint splashing that 
took place about the time of the 
telephone

and

UNI TED NATIONS, N. Y. (A*)— 
Brazil and New Zealand won seats 
o n the U. N. Security Council on 
the first ballot today , but a bitter 
East-West battle prevented a quick 
decisio n for the third vacancy . 
Ballo ting in the 60-nation Gen* 
eral Assembly , which elects coun­ 
cil members, was secret. 
Ru ssia has demanded that the 
U. N. live up to a 19 46 “ gentle­ 
man’s 
agreement” whereby the 
Eastern European countries—now 
all Soviet satellites—were assured 
representation. That bloc ran Po­ 
land in today ’s election. 
The United States, which claim­ 
ed the agreement was valid for 
only one y ear, put up Turkey .

1. 
Have wiring done only by a competent electrician. 


2. 
Have wiring done with approved materials* and preferably 
according to specifications recommended by the National Elec­ 
trical Code. Be sure that your wiring complies with the require­ 
ments of the NEO, and with any state regulations that may be 
in force, before current is turned on at your meter. 


3. 
Have all wiring inspected by an authorized inspector. 


4. 
Use only approved cords and appliances and do not handle 
htem with wet hands while standing in a wet place. 


5. 
Follow the directions that come with each appliance. 


6. 
Do not ypn extension card under rugs* over nails or around 
pipes or radiators. 


7. 
When you disconnect an appliance* pull on the plug* not 
on the cord. 


8. 
Replace fuses* when they blow out* with others of the same 
capacity. 


9. 
Don't touch exposed wires unless you are sure the current 
is off. 


10. lf you need advice on installing a radio aerial or any other 
equipment* ask at the office of your REA cooperative or local 
power company. 


YI. lf you see anything wrong with the electric high line* call 
your REA project office* or the electric company office, at once. 
Before pulling well casings or moving any equipment or build­ 
ings under or near the electric high line, call your REA co­ 
operative office, or the electric company, and they will gladly 
send a maintenance man to supervise the moving and avoid con­ 
tact with high voltage lines. 


12. lf your line goes dead, let the central office know im­ 
mediately.
